REPORT. 

Population. — The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1900  is 
3.7,200,  an  increase  of  400  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  various  methods  of  estimating  a  population  are  all  open  to 
error,  and  the  results  of  the  Census  to  be  taken  this  year  will  be 
awaited  with  great  interest. 

At  the  Census  of  1881  the  population  was  returned  at  30,504, 
and  by  1891  it  had  increased  by  3,272,  an  average  annual  increase  of 
330.  If,  therefore,  during  the  past  decade,  the  same  rate  of  increase 
has  been  maintained,  the  population  in  April  should  be  37,048. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that,  looking  to  the  annual  increase  of 
Births  over  Deaths,  and  the  large  number  of  new  houses  which  have 
been  erected,  we  may  look  for  a  higher  figure. 

Density  of  Population. — Taking  the  area  of  the  Borough  as 
2,292  acres,  the  proportion  of  persons  to  the  acre  as  a  whole  is  16*2, 
while  the  relative  proportion  of  persons  to  the  acre  in  various  sub¬ 
divisions  of  the  Borough  is  estimated  as  follows  : —

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  1899  was  683,  and  the 


Death-rate  18*5. 

In  comparing  the  mortality  from  the  principal  diseases  in  1899 
with  that  in  1890  I  find  that,  whereas  Heart  Disease,  Bronchitis, 
Diphtheria,  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  and  Tubercular  Diseases  (other  than 
Phthisis)  have  been  distinctly  less  fatal ;  Influenza  and  Whooping 
Cough  have  been  the  causes  of  a  greater  number  of  deaths. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Under  the  age  of  one  year  the  mortality 
was  1 4 1,  a  decrease  of  16  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Table  No.  III.  shews  the  causes  of  death  of  children  under  the 
age  of  one  year.

The  Infantile  Death-rate,  viz. : — the  Deaths  under  one  year 
per  1,000  Births — was  147' 1 8,  or  16*5  per  1,000  lower  than  last  year. 

Of  the  total  Deaths  at  all  ages  23  were  of  illegitimate  children, 
of  which  18,  or  78  per  cent.,  were  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and,  as 
68  illegitimate  children  were  born,  the  Illegitimate  Infantile 
Death-rate  was  264*7  per  1,000.

Zymotic  Diseases. 

Of  the  notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases,  219  cases,  comprising  152  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  25  of  Enteric  Fever,  2  of  Continued  Fever,  21  of 
Diphtheria,  2  of  Membranous  Croup,  1  of  Puerperal  Fever,  and  16  of 
Erysipelas,  were  notified  during  the  year,  with  a  mortality  of  18,  while 
VY  hooping  Cough,  Measles,  and  Diarrhoea,  to  which  notification  does 
not  apply,  contributed  12,  3,  and  9  deaths  respectively. 

H  The  total  Zymotic  mortality  was  thus  42,  representing  a  Zymotic 
Death-rate  of  1*12  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Zymotic  mortality  in  1899  was  101  (including  43  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea),  and  the  Death-rate  274  per  1,000. 

m  The  reduced  Zymotic  Death-rate,  as  compared  with  that  of  1899, 
is  dhe  to  a  fewer  number  of  Deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Diarrhoea. 

Scarlet  Fever.- — -152  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  90 
in  1899.  Seventy-five,  or  almost  one-half  of  the  cases,  occurred  in 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year.

1  he  houses  in  which  the  cases  occurred  were  carefully  examined 
and  the  drains  tested,  and  in  seven  instances  defects  were  discovered. 

In  no  case  could  the  disease  be  attributed  to  contaminated  milk, 
water,  or  shellfish. 

Of  the  total  cases  8  proved  fatal,  giving-  the  high  case  mortality  of 
32  per  cent,  and  one  of  0*2 1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Seven,  or  28  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified,  were  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  and  of  these  all  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Diphtheria. — Twenty-one  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
57  in  1899. 

This  comparatively  small  number  of  cases  was  more  or  less  evenly 
distributed  throughout  the  months  of  the  year,  and  of  the  various 
Wards  the  North-West  contributed  almost  half  of  the  total  cases.

As  a  result  of  the  inspection  of  the  houses  in  which  cases  occurred, 
sanitary  defects  were  discovered  in  live  instances. 

The  mortality  was  four,  or  19  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified. 

Three  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  and  of  these  all 
made  a  good  recovery. 

Measles. — Three  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease,  as 
compared  with  29  in  1899. 

The  average  number  of  deaths  per  annum  during  the  10  years 
1890-1899  is  a  little  over  seven. 

It  was  quite  to  be  expected  that,  following  the  epidemic  of  1899, 
with  its  mortality  of  29,  we  should  in  1900  have  a  mortality  less  than 
half  the  average  ;  the  reason  being  that  in  1899  great  majority  of 
children  susceptible  to  the  disease  contracted  it,  and  it  was  therefore 
only  possible  for  a  relatively  smaller  number  of  cases  and  fewer  deaths 
to  result. 

It  is  also  fairly  well  established  that,  on  assuming  epidemic  pro¬ 
portions,  a  disease  is  liable  to  become  unusually  virulent  and  fatal,  and 

vice  versa. 

Whooping  Cough. — -This  disease  accounted  for  12  deaths  during 
the  year. 

The  mortality  was  o'32  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Three-fourths  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  second  and  third 
quarters  of  the  year. 

Diarrhoea. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  this  cause  was 
nine,  a  figure  which  compares  favourably  with  those  of  previous  years. 

With  one  exception  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the 
year,  and  all  were  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

Table  VIII.  shews  the  number  and  distribution  of  the  Diarrhoea] 
deaths  in  1899  and  in  the  past  eight  years. 

Influenza. — No  less  than  41  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease, 
and  of  these  35,  or  85  per  cent.,  occurred  in  persons  over  55  years  ot 
age.

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Other  Tubercular  Diseases. — These  were  recorded  as  having 
caused  death  in  20  instances,  Tubes  Mesenterica  and  Tubercular 
Meningitis  being  the  fatal  cause  in  four  and  seven  cases  respectively. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — Of  the  74  deaths  classed  in  this  group, 
31  were  due  to  Bronchitis,  31  to  Pneumonia,  6  to  Asthma,  3  to  Croup, 
2  to  Laryngitis,  and  1  to  Pleurisy. 

As  compared  with  1899  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  total  deaths  of 
21,  due  to  a  diminished  mortalitv  from  Bronchitis.

THE  SANATORIUM. 

During  the  past  year  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
administration  and  staff  of  the  Hospital,  not  the  least  of  which  has 
been  the  appointment  of  a  Lady  Superintendent. 

Out  of  many  applications  Miss  Pavyer,  who  at  the  time  held  a 
responsible  position  in  a  larger  Infectious  Hospital,  was  selected  by 
the  Corporation  to  fill  the  post. 

In  addition  the  temporary  Nurses  have  been  partially  replaced  by 
a  permanent  staff. 

The  Sanatorium  has  for  many  years  drawn  its  supply  of  Nurses 
from  a  Nursing  Institution,  and  I  am  pleased  to  record  my  personal 
sense  of  the  great  value  I  attach  to  the  services  those  various  Nurses 
have  rendered  in  the  past  five  years. 

It  became,  however,  obvious  that  on  the  appointment  of  a  Lady 
Superintendent  it  would  be  possible  to  carry  out  the  nursing  of  the 
patients  as  efficiently,  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  the  expenditure, 
were  a  permanent  staff  of  Nurses  appointed. 

During  the  year  ioj  patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases 
were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium,  but  in  addition,  four  cases  were 
placed  under  observation  whose  ailments  proved  to  be  of  a  non- 
infectious  nature.

Complaints  are  still  coming  in  from  country  districts  to  which 
this  material  is  conveyed  by  rail,  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  to  be  much 
regretted  that,  during  the  past  year,  no  steps  of  any  kind  have  been 
taken  to  deal  with  it  in  a  more  satisfactory  and  less  offensive  manner. 

The  remedy  is  of  course  the  Destructor,  the  type  of  and  site  for 
which  were  decided  upon  by  the  Corporation  more  than  twelve  months 
ago. 


ICE  CREAM  MANUFACTURE. 

The  Scarborough  Corporation  Act,  1900,  Section  37,  gives 
powers  for  regulating  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  commodity, 
with  special  reference  to  its  method  of  storage  and  its  freedom  from 
risk  of  infection. 

In  1900  there  were  eighteen  persons  carrying  on  this  business  in 
the  Borough. 

The  amount  of  milk  used  per  week  in  its  preparation  varied  from 
683  gallons  in  Summer  to  70  in  Winter. 

During  the  Summer  months  the  individual  consumption  of  milk 
varied  from  7  to  180  gallons  per  week. 

Eleven  shops  and  thirty  carts  were  employed  in  distributing  the 
ice  cream. 

Of  the  premises  on  which  the  process  of  manufacture  was  carried 
on,  very  few  were  structurally  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  many  were 
far  from  clean.

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WEATHER  REPORT  FOR  THE  PAST  YEAR. 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Larkin,  the  Borough  Meteorologist,  for  the 
following  Weather  Report  for  the  past  year: — 

Latitude  540  17'  30"  N.  Longitude  o°  24'  28"  W. 

The  observations  are  taken  each  day  at  9  a.m.  and  9  p.m. 

The  instruments  that  are  now  in  use  have  all  been  verified  at  Kew 
Observatory,  and  at  each  observation  they  are  corrected  for  all 
errors. 

The  Scarborough  Observatory  is  a  Station  of  the  Royal 
Meteorological  Society. 

The  height  of  the  Barometer  Cistern  above  Mean  Sea-level  is 
1  2 6*86  feet. 


The  readings  of  the  Barometer  are  corrected  for  320  Fahrenheit 
and  also  for  Mean  Sea-level. 


The  Rain  Gauge  is  8  inches  in  diameter  and  1  foot  above  the 
ground.  Its  rim  is  62*93  feet  above  Mean  Sea-level.  And  all  rain 
that  falls  exceeding  in  quantity  *oi,  or  *005,  is  carefully  measured. 

The  instrument  in  use  for  registering  the  amount  of  Sunshine 
is  a  Stoke’s  Sunshine  Recorder.  The  sun  must  not  only  shine,  but  it 
must  shine  with  a  sufficient  brightness  to  burn  the  card. 

As  this  useful  instrument  was  only  put  into  use  in  the  last  week  of 
September,  I  can  only  give  the  amount  of  Sunshine  for  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

(MR.  J.  BASTIMAN,  Assoc.  San.  Inst.) 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  which  ended  the 
31st  December,  1900,  showing;  the  action  taken  bv  this  Department  in  the  suppression 
and  abatement  of  Nuisances. 

During  the  year  under  review,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  three  notices  were 
served  for  the  abatement  of  Nuisances  and  for  carrying  into  effect  other  important 
Sanitary  measures.  In  ten  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  institute  summary 
proceedings  against  persons  for  infringing  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  the 
Scarborough  Improvement  Act.  There  were  five  convictions,  two  orders  were  made 
for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  two  cases  were  adjourned  for  one  month  upon  the 
owners  undertaking  to  carry  out  the  work,  and  one  case  dismissed. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  there  was  great  readiness  on  the  part  of  persons  who 
had  notices  served  upon  them  to  comply  with  the  same,  and  it  was  only  in  cases 
in  which  unwillingness  to  abate  nuisances  was  shewn  that  proceedings  were 
taken. 

Unsound  Meat,  Fruit,  &c. 

Forty-five  seizures  of  unsound  food  were  made  during  the  year,  which  comprised 
6,361  lbs.  of  beef,  1,558  lbs.  of  pork,  13  lbs.  of  sausage,  23  rabbits,  and  21  lbs.  of 
fruit. 

In  twenty-one  instances  the  articles  seized  were  destroyed  by  consent  ol  the 
owners,  whilst  in  twenty-four  instances  Magistrates’  Orders  were  made  to  destroy  the 
articles  seized  as  unfit  for  the  food  of  man. 

Five  persons  were  summoned  before  the  Justices,  four  of  whom  were  convicted 
and  punished  by  nominal  fines,  and  one  dismissed. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes’  Act,  1890. 

Under  the  above  heading  no  representation  has  been  made  to  the  Local 
Authority  of  any  premises  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  only  feature  having 
relation  thereto  represented  two  houses  left  in  abeyance  from  the  preceding  year  in 
which  proper  lavatory  accommodation  and  drainage,  &c.  have  been  carried  out,  and 
the  premises  made  fit  for  human  habitation.

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Factory  and  Workshops’  Acts,  1878-1895. 

The  inspection  of  workshops  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  many  duties 
of  the  Sanitary  Department,  and  the  following  facts  and  figures  will  shew  that  it  has 
been  most  carefully  attended  to. 

During  the  year  under  notice  no  less  than  four  hundred  and  fourteen  workshops 
have  been  inspected,  also  one  hundred  and  twenty  re-inspections  made  to  ascertain  if 
the  defects  found  to  exist  had  been  remedied. 

The  number  of  workshops  added  to  the  register  was  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine ; 
also  during  the  year  eight  workshops  were  discontinued.  In  six  instances  workshops 
were  enlarged  to  comply  with  the  required  standard  of  cubic  space  or  as  an  extension 
for  business  purposes,  whilst  in  fifteen  instances  workshops  have  been  converted  into 
factories.

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  occupiers  have  at  all  times  evinced  a  readiness  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  as  soon  as  they  have  been  made  aware 
thereof. 

A  handbill  with  printed  extracts  from  the  Factory  Acts  has  been  supplied  to  the 
occupier  of  each  unregistered  workshop. 

The  workshops  in  which  protected  persons  were  found  employed  have  been  duly 
reported  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Factory  Inspector  for  the  District  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts. 

The  laundries,  of  which  there  are  52  distributed  throughout  the  Borough,  have 
been  periodically  inspected,  and  with  the  following  exceptions  have  been  found  in  a 
good  condition.

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The  bakehouses  have  been  systematically  inspected  and  with  the  exception  of  two 
having  defective  privies,  one  with  the  yard  pavement  in  a  defective  condition,  one 
with  a  drain  opening  into  it,  and  one  requiring  limewashing,  they  have  been  found  in 
a  good  condition. 

Two  new  bakehouses  have  been  opened  during  the  year  and  one  bakehouse  has 
been  converted  into  a  factory. 

The  defects  which  were  found  were  speedily  remedied  on  verbal  notices  being 
given  to  the  occupiers  of  the  same.

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Common  Lodging-Houses. 

The  inspection  of  the  above  premises  has  been  duly  carried  out  throughout  the 
year,  both  during  daytime  and  night,  when  occasional  night  visits  have  been  made  to 
ascertain  if  they  are  kept  in  conformity  with  the  Bye-laws  for  regulating  the  same. 
No  breach  of  the  above  Bye-laws  or  Public  Health  Acts  were  found,  and  I  am 
therefore  happy  to  report  that  all  the  registered  Common  Lodging-houses  in  the 
district  have  been  well  conducted  during  the  past  twelve  months.  One  Lodging- 
house  has  been  discontinued,  leaving  a  total  of  ten  houses  requiring  supervision. 

The  fact,  as  shewn  in  the  accompanying  table,  that  over  60,000  persons  of  all 
sexes  and  ages  resided  in  these  houses  during  the  year  shews  the  need  for  their 
careful  supervision.  The  general  fitness  of  these  houses  for  their  purpose  varies 
greatly,  and  in  some  instances  it  is  hardly  up  to  the  modern  standard.  It  is, 
however,  a  remarkable  testimony  to  their  healthiness  that  no  case  of  illness  of  an 
infectious  nature  occurred  in  a  Common  Lodging-house  during  the  past  year. 

Shop  Hours’  Acts,  1892-1895. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  during  the  year. 

Thirty  shops  in  which  young  persons  were  found  employed  have  been  registered, 
and  a  printed  copy  of  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  has  been  supplied  to  the  occupier 
of  each  shop,  to  be  affixed  in  a  conspicuous  place  therein. 

Re-inspection  of  Premises  under  the  House-to-House  Survey. 

Under  the  above  heading  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  dwelling-houses  and 
premises  have  been  re-inspected  to  ascertain  if  the  Sanitary  defects  found  from 
previous  inspection  had  been  remedied. 

Of  this  number  it  was  found  that  in  three  hundred  and  three  instances 
the  necessary  alterations  had  been  attended  to,  leaving  one  hundred  and 
thirty  premises  in  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue  legal  notices  in  order  to  have 
the  defects  remedied.  In  almost  every  instance  the  work  was  carried  out  without 
having  recourse  to  the  arm  of  the  law. 

Seven  written  complaints  were  made  to  the  Local  Authority  of  the  existence  of 
nuisances  arising  from  single  private  drains  belonging  to  different  owners  calling  for 
abatement,  applications  been  made  under  the  powers  conferred  on  Local  Authorities 
under  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1890.  And  in  passing  I  may  also  add  that  the  powers  obtained  by 
the  Local  Authority  under  the  Scarborough  Corporation  Act,  1900,  will  be  most 
beneficial  in  dealing  with  the  vexed  question  of  sewer  v.  drain,  namely,  where  two  or 
more  houses  belonging  to  the  same  owner  can  be  dealt  with  precisely  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  two  or  more  houses  belonging  to  different  owners  under  the  Public 
Health  Amendment  Act,  1890,  where  a  drain  is  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or 
injurious  to  health,  that  is  to  say,  where  a  written  application  is  made  to  a  Local 
Authority  under  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  Section  19  of  the 
Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890.

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Scarborough  Provisional  Order,  1897. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Local  Authority  by  the  above  Order, 
that  is  to  say,  where  on  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  Corporation 
are  satisfied  that  any  house  has  not  sufficient  closet  accommodation  provided  thereat, 
or  in  connection  therewith,  the  Corporation  may  when  a  sewer  and  water  supply 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  are  reasonably  available,  by  written  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  require  that  such  building  shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  proper  and 
sufficient  water-closets,  according  as  circumstances  may  require. 

During  the  year  twenty  houses  were  reported  to  the  Local  Authority  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  after  the  usual  inspections  had  been  made,  to  be  without 
sufficient  closet  accommodation,  which  were  dealt  with  by  notices  being  served  upon 
the  responsible  parties  to  provide  suitable  and  sufficient  water-closets. 
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If  the  owner  or  owners  fail  in  any  respect  to  comply  with  the  notice  served  upon 
them,  the  Corporation  are  empowered  to  do  the  work  specified  in  such  notice,  and 
may  recover  in  a  summary  manner  from  the  owner  or  owners  the  expenses  incurred 
by  the  Corporation. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  thirty-seven  privies  have  been  converted  into 
water-closets  upon  the  recommendation  of  your  officials. 

Sixty-one  houses  have  been  carefully  examined  in  which  applications  were  made 
by  House  Agents,  owners,  and  occupiers  of  premises  to  have  the  drains  tested,  &c., 
the  result  of  which  was  that  wherever  Sanitary  defects  were  found  to  exist  these  were 
remedied  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  Sanitary 
Certificates  granted  to  the  applicants. 

The  correspondence  conducted  in  the  working  of  the  Department  has  necessitated 
no  less  than  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  letters  being  written  on  the  business  in 
connection  therewith. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops’  Order,  1895. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  named  Order,  the  premises  coming 
within  the  scope  of  its  operations  have  been  kept  under  supervision,  and  on  the  whole 
have  been  found  in  a  good  condition. 

In  one  Cowshed  the  light  and  ventilation  was  found  to  be  inadequate.  One 
required  to  be  cleansed  ;  also  in  seven  instances  orders  have  been  given  to  provide 
suitable  receptacles  for  dung,  manure,  &c.,  in  accordance  with  the  Borough  Bye-Laws.

I  wo  Cowkeepers  were  registered  during  the  year,  also  sixteen  Dairymen  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk ;  whilst  during  the  same  period  one  Purveyor  has  been  cancelled. 

Public  Abattoir. 

these  premises  belong  to  a  Private  Company,  but  are  under  the  control  and 
regulation  of  the  Local  Authority  and  their  Officers,  by  Bye-Laws  made  and  obtained 
pursuant  to  the  powers  and  provisions  contained  in  the  Local  Government  Act,  1858. 

A  periodical  inspection  of  the  premises  has  been  made  during  the  year  and  the 
Bye-Laws  strictly  enforced.  In  three  instances  circular  letters  were  sent  to  occupiers 
requiring  the  lime  washing  and  cleansing  of  the  premises  in  their  occupation.  In  one 

instance  a  formal  notice  was  served  for  defective  flooring  and  in  another  for  defective 
drainage. 

With  respect  to  the  lime  washing,  cleansing,  and  repairs  to  flooring,  these  matters 
received  early  attention  ;  whilst  the  last  named  is  in  hand. 

d  here  are  two  matters  calling  for  special  attention  in  relation  thereto,  although  not 
coming  particularly  under  the  Bye-Laws,  namely : — the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
two  private  roads  or  approaches  to  the  Abattoir ;  also  the  need  of  suitable  lavatory 


accommodation.  It  necessarily  follows  that  where  a  large  number  of  adult  persons 
•congregate  together  that  such  conveniences  are  needed. 

Private  Sl aug hter-h ouses  . 

These  premises,  of  which  there  are  ten  in  the  Borough,  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  received  the  same  careful  attention  as  in  the  past.  One  Private 
•Slaughter-house,  through  not  having  been  used  continually  as  such,  has  lapsed 
during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  these  premises  are  unfortunately  situated  in  thickly-populated 
parts  of  the  Borough,  and  it  is  no  doubt  very  objectionable,  not  only  from  a  sanitary 
point  of  view,  but  from  noise  at  nights  of  animals  fasting,  disturbing  the  residents 
and  visitors  in  the  locality  in  which  they  are  placed,  and  I  trust  the  time  is  not  tar 
distant  when  arrangements  will  be  made  for  compensating  the  owners  of  the  premises 
for  the  abolition  of  the  same. 

Inspection  of  the  Market  Hall,  Fish  Market,  &c. 

The  periodical  inspection  of  Meat,  Fish,  Fruit,  Provisions,  &c.  at  the  Market 
Hall,  Fish  Maiket,  Auction  Salerooms,  and  other  shops  situate  in  the  Borough  in 
which  foodstuffs  are  exposed  for  sale  and  intended  for  the  food  of  man,  have 
received  my  special  attention  during  the  year.  In  several  instances  unsound 
food  has  been  seized  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the 
responsible  parties  dealt  with  and  punished  under  the  Public  Health  Law. 

And  I  also  beg  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Local  Authority 
for  the  honour  they  did  me  in  sending  me  as  their  representative  to  attend  the 
Conference  on  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes’  Act  in  London,  promoted  by 
the  Sanitary  Institute,  and  afterwards  to  attend  a  meeting  in  Paris  to  discuss  matters 
relating  to  Municipal  Sanitation.
